business district.” The City wants to 
open communication through the Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce and dialogue with bro¬ 
kers. Said Lee, “We want to take a re¬ 
gional approach, and let the San Gabri¬ 
el Valley know that Sierra Madre is a 
good place to do business.” 

One property owner said in response 
the question, “What can we do to help 
you?” that she would like the City to 
help find appropriate tenants and do 
some screening. A general discussion 
pursued about finding affordable com¬ 
mercial brokerage, but doubts were ex¬ 
pressed as to whether a broker would 
consider it cost-effective. The possibil¬ 
ity was brought up of some sort of co¬ 
op agreement. 

Judy Webb-Martin of Webb-Martin 
Realtors suggested that Lee have at his 
fingertips information regarding vacan¬ 
cies in Sierra Madre. What properties 
are available? How big are they? What 
sorts of businesses is the property own¬ 
er looking for? Miller added onto that 
idea, suggesting that the City of Com¬ 
merce keep track of that information, as 


well. Bill Sullivan, however, suggested 
that vacancies in Sierra Madre were not 
much of a problem. Said Sullivan, 
“What do we have, four?” 

Other suggestions included identify¬ 
ing business types that were suitable for 
Sierra Madre. Joe Feeney analogized 
that Brian Lee would be acting as sort of 
a ‘dating service’ between property 
owners and business owners or brokers. 
Attendees also urged that Lee be given 
specific hours during which he can pur¬ 
sue those ends, and not have to answer 
the phone or deal with the other aspects 
of his job. Mayor Hester said, “Then 
that’s what we’ll do.” City Administra¬ 
tor John Davidson said that Lee would 
have specific hours to worry about noth¬ 
ing but economic development. 

Some of the barriers identified by 
business owners included location (low 
foot traffic), size (limited selection) and 
everyone’s favorite, parking. George 
Maurer said that the City had to offer 
monetary incentives for business, such 
as interest subsidies. There are 
$2,(XX),(XX) to $3,000,(X)0 available in 
CRA funds to work out projects. Coun¬ 
cilman Doyle said CRA money could be 
used in a variety of ways, including ba¬ 
sic improvements, financing, and even 
low to moderate income housing. The E. 
Montecito area, which “fits no known 
zoning classification” according to 
Doyle (It’s currently labeled “Artisan 
Mixed Use”) could have low to moder¬ 
ate income housing mixed in, if the 
property owners wish. Doyle said that 
the City “can provide regulatory flexi¬ 
bility.” 

The key to CRA funded financing 
assistance is bringing a plan to the City. 
Said Doyle, “Show us how your plan can 
work, and we can help get it started.” 
The issue of parking came up, but the 
hour was getting late and it was decided 
to hold another meeting at a future date. 
Councilman Hayes called the meeting.

Though she intended 
to keep Able Automotive 
for quite some time, per¬ 
haps the event has put her 
life into better perspective. 
She’s not upset about los¬ 
ing the worries of owner¬ 
ship: “It’s OK. It really hits 
you when someone as 
young, active, and vibrant 
as Peter is struck down.” 

Mila wanted to stress 
that she was grateful to the 
community. She finished 
by saying, ‘Thank the peo¬ 
ple of Sierra Madre for 
their support. They were 
wonderful to us. We had 
customers who would 
come in every day. I’m just 
terribly sorry that this has 
happened.”

Elementary School On 5K Fun Run/Walk Route 


By Phyllis Chapman 

Sierra Madne’s temple 
of learning. Sierra Madre 
Elementary School, will 
be one of the landmarks 
on the route of Pioneer 
Days historic 5k fun run/ 
walk which takes place 
Sun. morning, Nov. 9 
with the start at 8:00. 
Constructed in 1930, it 
was the fourth school to 
be built in Sierra Madre. 

There had been plans 
in the late 1960’s to de¬ 
molish this building as it 
did not meet the earth¬ 
quake safety standards of 
the State Field Act. Fortu¬ 
nately, the decision was 
made not to raze the 
school because it was 
such a wonderful facility. 
In addition to its architec¬ 
tural beauty, it has a caf¬ 
eteria, a bay window kin¬ 
dergarten, and auditorium 
and stage and other ap¬ 
pointments that would 
have been too costly to 
duplicate at the time in 
new structure. 

While the building was 
being restored and 
brought up to safety code, 
students went on double 
session and were housed 
in portable classrooms. 
The school reopened in 
Sep., 1972. Since then it 
has come through in sol¬ 
id condition during our 
major quakes and even 
served a s Red Cross 
headquarters following 
these disasters. In 1930 
the cost to build the 
school, with the aid of 
Fe^ieljal grant, was

$200,00. The cost of the 
earthquake reconstruction 
was $600,00. 

Incidentally, it was too 
costly to restore the 15 foot 
tall bell tower atop the 
school that housed the 
beautifully toned historic 
bell. Cast in Ohio in 1872 
and brought around Cape 
Horn, it has served two 
previous schools here. 
When the bell and tower 
were removed the bell was 
presented tot he Sierra 
Madre Historical Society. 
They mounted a campaign 
to finance the building of 
the Bell Tower that stands 
today in Kersting Ct. to 
permanently house the bell 
and dedicated it to the 
school children of Sierra 
Madre. 

The first seat of educa¬ 
tional learning in our town 
was a one room school 
house built by town 
founder Nathaniel Carter 
during the summer of 
1882, and located at Or¬ 
ange Grove (known as 
Live Oak back then) and 
Hermosa Avenue. Inside 
the building was a long ta¬ 
ble that served as desk for 
both the teacher and stu¬ 
dents and benches to sit on. 
An outside flume running 
near the building carried 
water from Little Santa 
Anita Canyon and was the 
school’s water supply. 
Boys had the task of filling 
a galvanized can which 
was placed inside the 
school room door with a 
dipper for communal use. 

As the new communi¬ 
ty’s population increased it 
was evident that the prob¬ 
lem of a larger building 
had to be considered. Mr. 
W.H.Robinson was our 
census marshal (his home 
still stands at 65 N. Bald¬ 
win, now a beauty salon) 
and he went from house to 
house. Among the ques¬ 
tions he asked was “Well, 
how many new babies you 
got this year?’’ 

In the summer of 1884 
a school district meeting 
was held. Carter offered 
two acres of land at what is 
today’s Kersting Ct. for a 
new school site and bonds 
were issued to raise 
$3,000. for the new build¬ 
ing. This opened in Sept. 
1885. It was a handsome 
Victorian structure of two 
rooms separated by a fold¬ 
ing door could open to 


make one large classroom. 
Mrs. Chloe B. Jones was 
principal and teacher for 
the 70 students. Later a 
third room was added and 
a second teacher. This 
wooden building had a 
tower for that historic bell. 
Mrs. Jones was an excel¬ 
lent teacher and she also 
persuaded the school trust¬ 
ees to plant pepper trees to 
enhance the school 
grounds. The pepper trees 
in Kersting Ct. today are a 
remnant or .seedlings of 
her effort. 

In 1905, when plans to 
bring the P.E. street car 
line here were underway, 
there was an exchange of 
land so they could have a 
P.E. Station. The Victori¬ 
an school was tom down 
and the third school was 


built at Highland and Au¬ 
burn, a craftsman style 
building which served un¬ 
til the population explo¬ 
sion in the I920’s brought 
about the need for this 
present Sierra Madre Ele¬ 
mentary School. 

In 1954 with the popu¬ 
lation of school children 
still on the up swing, a fifth 
school was needed and Si¬ 
erra Mesa Elementary was 
constructed at 160 N. Can¬ 
on. Then in the 1970’s 
when as part of the Pasade¬ 
na Unified School Dis¬ 
trict’s cross town busing 
began, (we joined the 
PUSD in 1961), there was 
a white flight. Enrollment 
dropped and Sierra Mesa 
was closed. In 1982 it was 
leased form the PUSD by 
Maranatha High School, a 


private Evangelical Chris¬ 
tian school of about 500 
students. Maranatha will 
be the start/finish point for 
the 5k mn/walk. 

Sierra Madre has much 
to be proud of with its 
schools, both public and 
private and their excellent 
learning standards. Also 
on the 5k route will be 
Gooden School, an Epis¬ 
copal elementary school 
founded in 1976 and locat¬ 
ed at Laurel and Baldwin 
Avenues. Two more excel¬ 
lent private schools that 
are not on this tour are St. 
Rita’s, founded in 1922 
and Alverno, a catholic 
girls high school founded 
in I960 on the grounds of 
the Barlow Villa.

Back in the 1600s, Jean 
Baptiste Poqueline, better 
known as Moliere, was 
busily writing comedies 
for the court of King Lou¬ 
is IIV of France. He took 
satiric pokes at things the 
king liked to laugh at: 17th 
century medical practice, 
hypochondriacs, men who 
thought they could control 
women, nouveau-riche, 
and so on. Since human 
foolishness does not age, 
his plays are among the 
classics that are the “no¬ 
royalty” boon of impecu¬ 
nious little theaters. Be¬ 
sides that, his humor has 
worn very well. 

Moliere got into a little 
trouble when he wrote 
about self-serving “reli¬ 
gious” hypocrites. Al¬ 
though Louis was only 
nominally religious, he 
had his Divine Right to 
consider and needed to 
keep on the good side of 
the church establishment. 
But the easy-going society 
of the French Enlighten¬ 
ment, while it had many 
sincere Christians, found

puritanical extremes to be 
rude, at the very least, and 
Moliere’s play ‘Tartuffe”, 
in which, a con-man, un¬ 
der the guise of religion, 
manages to turn his bene¬ 
factor’s household and for¬ 
tune upside down, was 
very popular. It is now one 
of the plays at the Knights¬ 
bridge Theater. 

The good news is that 
our age knows quite a lot 
about religious hypocrisy 
and extremism, and is hap¬ 
py to laugh at the outra¬ 
geous Tartuffe and his 
wiles. 

The less good news is

Groundbreaking on 
New Hotel 


By Dan Oakes 

Community voices at 
this summer’s budget cri¬ 
sis meeting called for new 
revenue sources and asked 
what the City Council was 
doing to provide them. A 
partial answer was given at 
a groundbreaking cer¬ 
emony on Tuesday morn¬ 
ing, but most of the public 
wasn’t there to see it. At a 
previously undeveloped 
stretch of Santa Clara just 
east of Second Avenue, the 
ceremony signified the 
beginning of plans to intro¬ 
duce an Extended Stay 
America hotel. 

Founded in 1995 by 
Wayne Huizenga and 
George Johnson, Extended 
Stay America now oper¬ 
ates 151 hotels nation¬ 
wide, including 18 which 
opened last month. Market 
analysts estimate that the 
demand exceeds the sup¬ 
ply by a factor of 7-10 
times. Says Mike Wilson 
of ESA’s corporate offices 
in Fort Lauderdale, 
Florida, “The company 
was started to provide 
value-oriented lodging. 
We don’t spend money on 


extraneous things like 
marble lobbies. We cut out 
overhead and provide top 
value.” 

Arcadia’s Extended 
Stay America is expected 
to open in May of next 
year, weather permitting. 
It will be the mid-range of 
the three models, provid¬ 
ing .100 square-foot rooms 
for $l99-$299 weekly. 
The rooms have queen- 
size beds, refrigerators, 
freezers, two-burner 
ranges, microwaves, and 
more. Says Wilson, 
“They’re designed for 
business travelers prima¬ 
rily. People who are relo¬ 
cating, training, or .setting 
up computer or telecom¬ 
munication .systems. They 
don’t want to have to eat 
out all the time, so we give 
them kitchens. They don’t 
want to sit on the bed all 
the time, so we give them 
recliners. It’s like home for 
them.” Wilson says the re¬ 
action to the rooms at Ex¬ 
tended Stay America is 
universal: “People say, 
‘How can you give me all 
this for so little money’? 
We have the same bed, the 
same TV, and the same 


phone as a Hyatt or a Hil¬ 
ton. Our recliner and 
kitchen are different, be¬ 
cause they don’t have 
those.” 

At the groundbreaking. 
Mayor Harbicht said, 
“This will bring in tens of 
thousands of dollars in tax 
revenue, and it will be a 
nice addition. We’ve also 
got another hotel coming 
in across from the Em¬ 
bassy Suites (on 2nd). 
There’s a lot going on in 
Arcadia.” 

Economic Develop¬ 
ment Administrator Pete 
Kinnahan estimated the 
revenue from the transient 
occupancy tax at the Ex¬ 
tended Stay America to be 
approximately $160,000 
to $ 180,000 annually, pro¬ 
viding a substantial boo.st 
in City revenue. In addi¬ 
tion, the CRA will receive 
$50,000 to $60,000 in 
property tax increment. 
There will be some addi¬ 
tional revenues realized 
from sales tax and utility 
tax, but the brunt of the 
general fund revenue will 
come from the transient 
occupancy tax.

Eminent Domain 


By Dan Oakes 

The Arcadia Commu¬ 
nity Redevelopment 
Agency, in a study session 
Tuesday night, agreed to 
undertake steps to renew 
their eminent domain au¬ 
thority. The CRA will last 
well into the 21st century, 
but their power of eminent 
domain was scheduled to 
expire next June. A rede¬ 
velopment agency without 
eminent domain is “like a 
soldier without a sword,” 
in the words of Coun- 
cilmember Sheng Chang. 

One resident who 
showed up to speak to the 
CRA was Gino Roncelli, 
who questioned the very 
existence of the agency. 
Said Roncelli, “Let people 
come in, develop land, 
then the incremental tax 
revenue can go to the City 
and pay the police and fire 
departments.” He cited a 
book he had read. Redevel¬ 
opment: The Unknown 
Government, published by 
Municipal Officials for 
Redevelopment Reform, 
and said. “It’s a scary situ- 
a t i o n . ” 

In response to Roncelli, 
Mayor Robert Harbicht 
said that while it’s true that 
the CRA gets the entire 
property tax increment, 
other taxes such as the 
transient occupancy tax 
and sales tax revenue 
would go to the City. If the 
CRA were disbanded, only 
10% of the monies would 
return to the City. Harbicht 
called the CRA’s fiscal 
policy conservative, and 


.said, “We have a carefully 
worked out plan as to 
when the money will come 
in and be paid back.” 

Steve Deitsch, special 
agency counsel, briefed 
the CRA on eminent do¬ 
main issues. Without emi¬ 
nent domain, certain rede¬ 
velopment projects simply 
won’t get done. Said 
Deitsch, “Sometimes, 
there will be a project in¬ 
volving four property 
owners. If three want the 
project, and one is op¬ 
posed, without eminent 
domain, there will be no 
project.” The law allows 
for an extension, which 
would require an amend¬ 
ment to the redevelopment 
plan. Deitsch said that the 
CRA has “used eminent 
domain judiciously and 
fairly to assemble real 
property.” 

The modification of the 
redevelopment plan will 
require a public hearing, 
with notice to be given to 
the property owners in the 
redevelopment area. A 
“Project Area Committee” 
(PAC) will have to be 
formed to advise the CRA 
on whether they should 
modify and extend the 
eminent domain authority. 
Should the PAC advise 
against the extension, a 4- 
1 vote will be required to 
renew eminent domain. 

On a case by case basis, 
a Resolution of Necessity 
must be approved by 2/3 
vote, which on a five- 
member agency translates 
to another 4-1 margin. The 


CRA must also give the 
owners and tenants oppor¬ 
tunity to relocate, if de¬ 
sired, and adopt relocation 
guidelines and prepare a 
relocation plan. Moving 
expenses must be paid, and 
if the property contains a 
business, the CRA must 
pay for any loss of good¬ 
will associated with the 
move. If renters are being 
relocated, the relocation 
must be to a comparable 
location, and the CRA 
must pay any rent differen-
